has replied in part aa follows: 

"I think thay may be allowed . to oross 
without astraordinary delay, and I, thara- 
fora, rocommand that you instraot your 
commandtng oflloars to plaoe no obttrnotion 
1b tha way of paraona who dedro to Jonmey 
in good faith, in a quiet, peaesful and or- 
derly manner, npon and along the public 
highways, posit or military roads, or astab- 
lished and ouatomarr cattlo trails, tbrongb 
^ Ckarokaa ontlat. In going torward to the 
traetof land to ba opened for settleruont. 
But there ibould be a military patrol upon 
tbe road or roada that ara to be taken, that 
sbuU prevent the lettlera staying longer 
than ii neoesHtry on the way and reqairn 
them to move on, making only tha ordin- 
ary rumps that may be neoeaMury for their 

Cl'OSliillg. 

"There should be every oare tak^n to havu 
tbe Indians understand that by tliis pamut:.^ 
there is no dispuailion to appropriate tlieir 
lands, and that it will be oontinnad no 
longei' than absolntely neoeasary after the 
flnit migration to the Oklahoma country is 
ovfr. TIm military forc-< siiouM !ii<')i scout 
the Cherokee outlet, and reiiuiru uU pjrsoiM 
unlawfully there to move on, either tMok to 
Kansas or over into tbe Oltlahonia lands." 

The secretary in another part of tkie letter 
aayK that he deems tbat tiM sattlera ara en- 
titled to as much consideration as has been 
given cattlemen and others heretofore who 
have been permitted to travel upon tbe traiU 
and high ways through the outlet. It is 
iirge<l u|H>ii tbe twK-retary, atnuiig other rea- 
sons for granting thix permit, that the set- 
tlers coming through tha Chickasaw and 
other Indian lands, ara gathering on ths 
Immediate borders of the Oklahoma tract 
without obstruction, thns putting those in 
Vmrymm. who muRt pass throttgh tUo Cherokee 
outlet, at a disadvautaga No movement 
will be allowed under this permit until full 
authority and instructions shall have been 
received by tbe military havlag flharfa of 

tbe matter. 

Tbe raconimendations of Secretary Noble 
were laid before tbe president by Secretary 
rroctor, and after consideration an order 
beanu!{ u|>on the subject wa8 sent from 
the war doparttnnnl thix afternoon to tbe 
army ofl1<'erx in charge on tbe border ot the 
Indian Turrit<jry, pitMuioably to carry into 
practii'Hl effwt Swretary Noble's r'e<Min 
UK'iiilatlons.

Proftorional optolon shoald bo'aafltoient ly 
flexibia to aooept tha good and rajMt the 
bad. Soma had propoaed torpedoes, others 
air guns and others again patriottom, Eai-h 
waagood iB its way, but altogetbv ware iu- 
suflMsnt Theaooad policy of tha recent 
administration of naval aflaira should be de 
veloped. Preparattoaa for war which are 
dstarsd until War to imminent iSTlto defeat. 
To snforoa tha Moaraa doocrlaa the country 
must depend upon Its navy. 

Tha means of naval dafanae were torpedo 
boata, gnnboate and floating batteries or 
coast defense vassala. Torpedoss formed a 
most impor.aut part of coast defenses, but 
were of doubtful utility in a sea engagement 
and it was o ly under peculiarly favorabU 
conditions that torpedo boate should attack 
during daylight. Coast iL'Tch^h ves' 
ssis should have an advantu;^e over 
any vessels carrying the same guns sent 
against them. Lighter draught would be 
such an a i vantage. The small depth of 
water on tlie .Vtlantic forts, it taken advan 
tage of, mi^ht prove one of the strongest 
means of ili fcii.se. The stibmarine torpedo 
boat, in ("apt. Sampson's opinion, slumlil to 
placeil in the same category as the pneu- 
matic gun — ail niitriod weapon. 

The (Miiloriiialiuu ot the .Vllaiilic coast 
was sncli as to foi iii natural ill v isions which 
might lie ilcfende 1 seperat<'ly. T.in com- 
iiiaiid ot all the coa.st defenses from Kast- 
port, Me,, to ( ralveston, Tex., should l)e un- 
der the t'oiitrol ot a single otiiccr, who should 
\m stationed at New York oi some other 
central j.«)int. The coniinaiidi'r of each sif- 
tion shoulil lie stationed ashore aud be in 
direct coiumuniaatton with tha commaodar- 
in-chief. 

The first sei-tion might extend from K.ist 
port to ('a|io Ann. The second section 
might U< constituted of Ma.s.sachu.-'i'tis liay 
The third sect ion might comprehend buz-

If needed, the de- 
fenses of tbe other two sections could be 
calle<l to tile aid of the defenders uf New 
York. 

Tbe rest of tbe coast was divided into Sec- 
tion 5, formed by Delaware bay : Section 0, 
formeid by Chesapeake bay; Section 7, from 
Charleston southward; Se<!tiou 8, tbe gulf 
coast to tlie Mississippi ; Section 9, Uolves- 
ton. 

To man such a fleet aa would be needed 
for tbe proper daCsosa o( tha coast would re- 
quire 11,;I00 men.
